Not merely to novelty or curiosity 
can be set down the extraordinary 
manifestations of interest in Gover- 
nor SMITH which have accompanied 
his trip through Virginia, North 
Carolina, Tennessee and. Kentucky. 
The fame of the man had preceded 
him, and people were anxious to see 
if he lived up to it. They had been 
told that he was frank and fear- 
less. Such he certainly proved him- 
self by his speeches in Nashville and 
in Louisville.

The new system is based on the 
use of typewriter machines. Pre- 
cincts are equipped with receiving 
machines only; headquarters with 
transmitting as well as receiving 
machines. It was installed in co- 
operation with the New York Tele- 
phone Company, and, as Commis- 
sioner WARREN has said, is the lat- 
est word in “flexibility, speed and 
accuracy.” It takes five minutes in- 
stead of thirty to send out the 
average alarm. The record is then 
in writing, with none of the errors 
caused by telephone communication 
—particularly fallible in the trans- 
mission of automobile license num- 
bers, which play so large a part in 
modern police work. The old tele- 
phones and circuits are left for 
the transmission or ordinary ad- 
ministrative messages and public 
complaints. 

Mechanical devices are not every- 
thing in the detection of crime and 
the apprehension of criminals, but 
they are nevertheless invaluable 
aids. A police department without 
an effective system of communica- 
tions is almost as antiquated as 
one which scorns. the fingerprint 
method of identification. The crim- 
inal has been quick to turn science 
and invention to his own advantage. 
It is altogether fitting that they 
should be put equally at the service 
of police and public. 


UNDER-PRIVILEGED CHILDREN. 


Another item that should be re- 
stored by the Board of Estimate to 
the budget submitted to it by the 
Board of Education is that which 
provides for the maintenance of 
classes for a group of children of 
such low mentality that they. can- 
not. be admitted even to the un- 
graded classes. Last year the board 
restored an item for additional teach- 
ers of these latter classes..

NORTHWESTERN TROUBLES. 


Lord ALLENBY, speaking of his 
campaign in the Near East, referred 
to it as a “side-show” in compari- 
son with what was happening along 
the Western Front at the same time. 
The modest term was rejected by 
the other speakers. For a localized 
campaign, far from the thunder of 
the big guns, can have tremen- 
dous importance. And in the cur- 
rent Presidential struggle there are 
things happening in Wisconsin and 
in Minnesota which the Hast does 
not notice but which may have a 
controlling effect on the result, 
Experts perspiring over their 
tables without exception conclude 
that the Democrats must carry Wis- 
consin or Minnesota, even granting 
them the South and parts of the 
East, to amass the 266 necessary 
electoral votes. Since the cam- 
paign began, things have been grow- 
ing’ warmer in those States. The 
defection of Senator BLAINE of Wis- 
consin from Hoover revealed the 
critical state of Wisconsin. Now 
Minnesota is smoking over the pub- 
lication of a letter written—or at 
least signed—by its Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman, Mr. CLAUDE 
MACKENZIE, and, headed by The Min- 
neapolis Tribune, many Republicans 
are calling on the culprit to resign. 

The letter, made public by the 
Democrats, was written last March 
to a man in Duluth when Mr. Mac- 
KENZIE was. fighting stoutly for 
Governor LOWDEN. It implied, and 
not very gently, that the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Hoover as Food Admin- 
istrator after so long a residence in 
England “ might have been a secret 
“conspiracy in which the English 
“played a very important part to 
“place one of her friends in the 
“position.” In giving out this let- 
ter, the Democratic State Chairman 
remarked that “such a low and 
baseless charge” would not be made 
by any accredited Democratic speak- 
er and asks Mr. MACKENZIE how he 
can “with any political or personal 
honesty support HERBERT HOOVER.” 
The incident has torn the State 
apart; and quite blown away was 
the Republican Committeeman’s 
charge that the Democrats with- 
drew their Senatorial candidate, Mr. 
CASHMAN, after making a deal with 
Senator SHIPSTEAD, the Farmer- 
Labor incumbent, to exchange sup- 
port for the national ticket. That 
the Vice Presidential nominee, Sena- 
tor CuRTIS, endorsed LA FOLLETTE for 
re-election in Wisconsin but failed 
to endorse his fellow-Progressive, 
SHIPSTEAD, in Minnesota, has not 
helped Republican national pros- 
pects in. Minnesota. 


FOR BETTER BOOTLEGGERS. 


Towns in the hurricane belt of 
Florida have recovered sufficiently 
to take up once more matters of 
daily routine. The Everglades News, 
published weekly for Canal, Paho- 
kee and Belle Glade, is back in its 
own plant after two weeks of neigh- 
boring with The Palm Beach Post. 
It signalizes its return to home with 
a delightfully frank and straightfor- 
ward discussion of liquor selling in 
the vicinity. The good bootleggers 
are given their meed of praise. The 
bad ones are severely rebuked. 

Lest readers far from the Ever- 
glades. imagine that The News is 
making a distinction in character 
which does not exist, it should be 
explained that the article presents 
evidence for both sides. Before the 
excitement and confusion brought by 
the tornado, all the bootleggers of 
the. .district. apparently enjoyed a 
reputation for courage and intelli- 
gence, Public sentiment condoned 
the illicit liquor business, “‘ because 
“@ good many of the church mem- 
“bers ‘are’ patrons of the boot- 
“leggers.”

BUSINESS WINS BIRKENHEAD. 

Lord BIRKENHEAD’s resignation, 
now effective, in order to take a 
lucrative position in the City, re- 
calls a recent cartoon in Punch. In 
it the worried “Mother of Parlia- 
ments,” standing in front of her 
modest boarding house, was asking 
the prosperous Mother of Banking 
across the way what she did to make 
her customers contented. The an- 
swer was that she tried her best to 
surround them with comforts. These 
are frankly the objects of Lord 
BIRKENHEAD’Ss desire. His pension ot 
£5,000 a year as an ex-Lord Chancel- 
lor, sadly cut down as it is by high 
taxation, is not enough to support 
him in accordance with his somewhat 
luxurious tastes.. And from another 
source of income he has been cut 
off by the unkind decision..of. the 
Prime Minister that members of the 
Cabinet are not permitted to write 
for the daily or periodical press on 
political subjects, Lord BmKENHEAD 
still has several books on sale, but 
the royalties from them cannot be 
munificent. In his volume about 
his predecessors on the woolsack, he 
had severe things to say of THUR- 
LOW and ELDON and other Lord 
Chancellors who unfortunately dis- 
played a mercenary spirit. But, of 
course, a determination to make a 
lot of money after you have left the 
office is highly commendable. 

It may easily be that one motive 
of Lord BIRKENHEAD in quitting pub- 
lic life is his perception of the fact 
that it holds no brilliant future for 
him. He could hardly hope to win 
the leadership of the Conservative 
Party, or ever to become Prime Min- 
ister. Should Mr. BALDWIN soon 
retire, there is no likelihood that 
BIRKENHEAD would be “sent for” 
by the King. Or, if he were, it 
would only be to receive such a 
communication as almost broke Lord 
CURZON’s heart, as he himself sor- 
rowfully confessed, consisting of an 
intimation that, great as his ser- 
vices had been, he was out of the 
question as Prime Minister. 

His great ability has been too 
often demonstrated to be in doubt. 
Some people gasped when he was 
made Lord Chancellor, but he was 
one of the most industrious and use- 
ful men that had ever been seen in 
that office. Discretion is not his 
strong point, and his mordant wit 
spares neither friend nor foe. His 
persistence in resigning now in or- 
der to look after his private affairs 
gives fresh point to a remark which 
he made at a dinner in honor of Mr. 
MCKENNA, a former Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. BIRKENHEAD said 
that the last speech by Mr. Mc- 
KENNA which he had heard, present- 
Ing the Budget, was so dismal in 
tone that he could not bear to sit it 
out but went out into the lobby. 
There he met a friend, to whom he 
said: “The Chancellor has shown 
“that the finances of England are 
“in a terrible state. Why, they are 
“ almost as bad as my own.”

RECALLS CHURCH'S HISTORY 


Clergyman, Ploneér In Religious 
School Work, to Be Honored at 
Public Service Thursday. 


The Rev. Dr. George U. Wenner 
completed yesterday his sixtieth year 
as pastor of Christ Lutheran Church, 
406 East Nineteenth Street, and his 
sixtieth year in the ministry. Dr. 
Wenner, who will be 84 years old 
next May, has been in the same pul- 
pit longer than any other clergyman 
in New York. 

Dr. Wenner is the founder of week- 
day religious schools in the United 
States, and is the author of ‘‘Reli- 
gious Education and the Public 
School,”’ and ‘‘The Lutherans of New 
York.” He is the founder, and was 
for many years the President, of the 
New York Lutheran Ministers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

For his sermon yesterday, Dr. 
Wenner took as his text the First 
Book of Samuel, 7:12; ‘Hitherto 
hath the Lord helped us.“ Preach- 
ing in German, which he had to 
learn years ago to organize his 
church, he reJated the colorful his- 
tory of his congregation from the 
time it first met in a loft over a 
horseshoeing shop on East Four- 
teenth Street, and its subsequent 
changing to other places of h gh 
on the lower East Side, to the 
chasi in 1882 of the struc 
which it now occupies. 

Dr. Wenner was graduated from 
Yale University in 1865 and from 
Union Theological Seminary in 1868. 
When he organized his congregation 
it numbered sixty-five families, and 
at one time rose to 500 families, but 
of late years the mi joare sm to the 
subutns has steadily diminished his 


Dr. Wenner’s double anniversary 
will be further observed by a public 
service in the church on Thursday 
evening, followed by a reception, 
On Monday, Oct. 29, the Concordia 
Lutheran Society, ‘of which Dr.

Dr. Reiland Says Jesus Did Not 
Take View That Nataral

We 
set up a framework of assertions as 
to what God’s will is and what his 
dealing has been with reference to 
men, and we wish to fit men’s lives 
into. these frames.

“During the past three months 
Charles Durham of Boston and his 
assistants have been cleaning, re- 
backing and revarnishing for the 
Yale Gallery of Fine Arts more than 
a hundred canvases which had been 
hanging in various buildings of the 
university. Among the panels thus 
cleaned was a small Venetian sketch,
